'D’ARCY BEST SINCE 
| FITZSIMMONS' TIME 


NEW YORK, Dec, 7.—If Les Dares, 
the Australiah middleweight chiam- 
pion, really is on his way to this 
country he will be the first high class 
pugilist to arrive here from the Anti- 
podés since Rovert Fitzsimmons cross- 
ed the Pacific and landed in Prisco 
in 1890. Two months before he ap- 
peared on the coast Fitzsommons loc' 
a Cecision in four rounds to Jim Hall 
in Sydney, N.8&.W., which Robert ad- 
mitted was a fake, Fitzsimmons beat, 
Billy MeCarthy and Arthur Uphan 
in Frisco so easily that he was match- 
ed to fight Jack Dempsey, the Amert- 
can mid@eweight champion, at New 
Orleans on January 14, 1891. Demp- 
vey weighed less than 150 pounds antl 
was knocked out in 13 rounds, He 
was in poor healthat the time, but 
fought with wonderful gameness. 
When Fitz tackled Peter Maher «t 
the Crescent City a year later he hei 
a narrow escape. Maher, a terrific 
puncher, floored Fitz in one of the 
carly rounds. The Australian prob- 
ably would have been counted out .f 
his chief second, Joe Choynski, had- 
n't struck the gong with the leg of 
a chair. Fitz, therefore, was saved 
in the nick of time, and later he re- 
vived sufficiently to jab Maher into 
a state of helplessness. Fitz's lucky 
victory, therefore, paved the way for 
greater achievements. In time he 
was recognized as the king of pugil- 
ists, also the best fighter that ever 
came here from the other side of 
the world, not excepting Peter Jack 
fon. In Australia old timers say that 
Darey Is a greater middleweight than 
Fitzsimmons, but that is herd to be- 
lieve.

Pminent of French economists 
ber of the Institute of France, pro- 
fessor of the College of France, and 
the recipient of honors and decora 
tions from economic and other learned 
bodies all over the world, has fallen 
another and melancholy honor—that 
of the presidency of the Union of the 
Fathers and Mothers whose Sons have 
died for France.
